Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  Rural  District  for  the  year 

1948. 

The  year  1948  has  seen  the  completion  of  a  large  number  of  houses, 
and  thus  has  helped  to  relieve  the  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  in  the 
District.  The  need  for  new  houses  is  still  great. 

A  start  was  made  to  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  at  the  end  of  1947,  and 
the  work  has  carried  on  throughout  the  present  year.  A  brief  summary  of 
the  work  already  completed,  and  of  the  conditions  revealed  by  the  Survey, 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Plans  are  complete  for  the  first  sewage  scheme  within  the  District,  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  work  on  the  scheme  will  be  started  early  in  the  coming 
year. 

I  am  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  your  Clerk  for  his 
assistance  and  kindness  during  the  period  when  I  was  taking  up  residence  in 
the  District.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Nursing.  A  domiciliary  nursing  and  mid-wifery  service  is  now  available 
throughout  the  district  as  part  of  the  County  Councils  Scheme  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse  Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Ganton,  Scagglethorpe, 
and  Wetwang. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull  for 
examination. 

AMBULANCE  Service.  Ambulances  based  on  Scarborough,  Filey  and 
Malton  are  available,  and  a  car  for  sitting  cases  is  sited  at  Weaverthorpe. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinics.  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each 
month  at  Sherburn  and  Rilhngton. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  each  week  at  York 
and  Scarborough. 

Hospitals.  General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  go  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing  Home,  Westow.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT-JANUARY,  1949. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Norton  Rural  District  Council , 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  1 948  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  during  which  very  useful  pro¬ 
gress  was  made  with  the  Rural  Housing  Survey.  From  the  statistics  obtained 
it  is  obvious  that  years  of  housing  improvement  work  lie  ahead  of  us,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  fullest  advantage  of  the  new  Housing  Bill  will  be  taken, 
when  it  becomes  operative.  The  survey  shows  that  there  is  a  great  need 
for  a  more  varied  type  of  new  house  to  be  provided.  Many  families  requiring 
rehousing  could  be  suitably  accommodated  in  2  bedroomed  houses,  and 
many  aged  persons  and  couples  for  whom  a  bungalow  would  be  most  suitable. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a  commencement  in  the  provision  of  sewers 
and  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  made  in  one  parish.  The  need  for 
sewerage  schemes  is  of  the  utmost  urgency,  every  village  has  a  piped  water 
supply  and  the  number  of  bathrooms  and  water  closets  is  increasing  rapidly, 
the  present  method  of  dealing  with  this  drainage  is  most  unsatisfactory  and 
decidedly  dangerous  to  public  health. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  accelerated  and  a  satisfactory 
service  now  exists. 

The  interest  which  you  have  shown  in  my  work,  and  the  co-operation 
extended  to  my  department  by  the  officials  has  been  much  appreciated,  and 
I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Members  and  Officials.

No  major  infestation  of  premises  was  discovered.  Routine  treatment 
of  open  ditches  and  refuse  tips  was  carried  out. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the  treatment  of  hunt  kennels,  stables,  a  school 
canteen  and  two  knackers  yards.  Several  farm  premises  were  reported  to 
the  Pests  Officer  of  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Nineteen  premises  were  inspected.  No  contraventions  were  found. 
Camping  Sites. 

Two  applications  for  licences  were  refused,  and  appeals  against  this 
decision  were  made,  one  appeal  was  dismissed  and  the  other  was  allowed,  a 
direction  being  made  that  a  licence  be  granted  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  four  Knacker’s  Yards  within  the  District,  fat  melting  is  carried 
on  at  three  of  these,  and  the  preparation  of  hound  food  at  the  fourth. 
Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  no  Slaughter-houses  in  use  within  the  District.  A  large 
number  of  pigs  are  slaughtered  annually  for  private  use,  but  no  notification 
of  this  is  made  to  the  Department,  and  therefore  no  details  can  be  given. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Twenty-seven  persons  in  the  District  are  licensed  under  this  Act  to 
slaughter  animals. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  have  been  discovered. 

Schools. 

A  special  report  based  upon  a  survey  of  all  schools  in  the  District  was 
presented  to  the  Committee.  This  showed  that  generally  the  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  are  very  inadequate,  and  unsatisfactory.  Washing  facilities  poor, 
and  no  provision  of  hot  water.  Separate  provision  for  staff  use  is  in  the 
majority  of  premises  not  provided.  Difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  contents 
of  pail  closets  is  being  experienced.  The  position  is  worsened  in  many  cases 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  schools  are  used  also  for  social  events  and  as 
village  halls. 

The  Committee  adopted  a  resolution  in  which  they  stressed  the  need 
for  improved  sanitary  arrangements  and  provision  of  adequate  washing 
facilities.  This  was  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  together  with 
a  copy  of  my  report,  and  a  reply  was  received  stating  that  the  matter  wo  uld 
be  placed  before  the  County  Education  Committee. 

Very  little  improvement  has  been  noted  up  to  the  present  time. 

Factories. 

Three  factories  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  no  defects  were 
observed.

The  above  brief  indication  of  the  insanitary  conditions  appertaining  in 
these  villages  is  general  to  all  villages,  and  suggests  the  importance  of  the 
Survey,  there  are  many  other  serious  defects  and  deficiences. 

The  difficulty  and  expense  of  improving  these  deplorable  conditions 
will  have  to  be  overcome,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  houses  condemned  10  to 
12  years  ago  should  not  be  permitted  to  be  occupied  once  they  become  vacant. 
Many  in  Weaverthorpe  are  vacant,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure  their 
demolition  and  clearance  of  the  sites.

Water  Samples. 

Fifty-three  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.  Fourteen  were  of  raw  water,  seven  were  satisfactory  and  seven 
unsatisfactory.  Thirty-nine  were  of  treated  water,  thirty  two  being  satis¬ 
factory  and  seven  unsatisfactory. 

One  sample  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

No  shortage  of  water  was  experienced  but  the  farms  on  the  Acklam  Wold 
area  in  Thixendale  Parish  are  in  urgent  need  of  a  piped  mains  supply.  Many 
of  these  farms  are  now  producing  milk,  and  they  are  dependent  on  shallow 
wells  and  rainwater  cisterns. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  quarterly  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  has  been  superseded  by 
a  monthly  collection  and  has  been  extended  to  include  dry  ashes.  This 
service  takes  up  about  2  weeks  in  each  calendar  month. 
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2.  Septic  Tanks,  Cesspools,  etc. 

The  remainder  of  each  month  is  given  up  to  the  cleansing  of  septic  tanks 
and  cesspools,  and  to  general  maintenance  of  Housing  Estate  drainage  systems. 
Privately  owned  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  are  cleansed  on  the  application  of 
the  owners,  on  their  agreement  to  pay  all  expenses. 

3.  Open  Ditches. 

These  have  been  cleansed  and  maintained  by  casual  labour,  as  and  when 
this  was  obtainable,  and  certain  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  a  few 
parishes.  I  feel  that  this  work  would  be  more  satisfactorily  carried  out  by 
the  employment  of  permanent  labour.
